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1. ; ajor Protassa, a nor.bor of tha 'bviet military railroad headqua-’tere in 
Budapest, located at the Bast Station, arrived at Baden early in the morn- 
ing on 20 December 1950 aboard a Hungarian Diesel train, to report to Soviet 
headquartors concerning the delivery of nunitiona shipments from the USSR to 
I'&ka (AS0), Hungary. He was also comissioned to collect 127,000 forint to 
pay tho Soviet employees of hin railroad unit. He returned to FAka the sane 
afternoon. 

2. The shipments in ques ion had been unloaded tinder the supervision of Protassa 
and I 'a lor Voronin. They consisted of four trains which arrived at Paka on 14 
December with a total of 146 carloads of ammunition and 17 open gondolas con- 
training bombs j and six trains arriving 15-19 December with 251 carloads of 
munitions.
